The members of the Macon County 


Board of Supervisors finishedv their work 
at the emergency meeting held yesterday 
afternoon, and adjourned to meet again on 
Wednesday, Jan. 18th. The committee 
composed of James Freeman, J. N. Hoyt 
and Hiram Ward, appointed to eeoure 
suitable quarters for the accommodation 
of the county paupers, reported that they 
had been successful iu their negotiations 
with Mrs. Elizabeth Davis, who has the 
management of the "Idlewild' building, 
south of Decntur near the water works, 
which is owned by her daughter, Mrs. Ed- 
ward Teasdale, who resides in Kansas. 
Mrs. Davis' proposition as reported by the 
committee to rent the building for a term 
of eight months at 830 per month, was ac- 
cepted, and the committee was instructed 
to secure the lease at once. Mrs. Davis 
will sell tho property to the county for 
$3,500, and has agreed to give the board 
the refusal of it at the expiration of the 
lease. During the '.ntervening time the 
board will consider the proposition to 
purchase the property, and make that 
place the permanent home of the paupers. 
Tho " Idlewild " building is large and com- 
modious, and?- will make a comfortable 
home for the poor. It is supplied with 
water from the water works. 


The authorities will take possession of 


the building within the next three or four 
days. Mrs. Davis' furniture will have to 
be taken out and stored away, and Stew- 
ard Magee will fit up the rooms for the 
new inmates who are still in the Reform 
Club room at the tabernacle. 


THE ENSANE PATIENTS. 


The_question of disposing of the six in- 


sane patients at the county jail came up 
for discussion before the adjournment of 
the board, and Chairman Hill asked for 
suggestions from the members as to what 
should be done with them. Sheriff Fos-

The startling intelligence reached the 


REPUBLICAN office last evening at about 
8 o'clock, that the buildings on the Macon 
County Poor Farm, 4J^ miles north of 
Decatur, had been totally destroyed by 
fire between 5 ondx 6 o'clock, and that 
probably one or two of the patient* in the 
insane asylum had perished in the furious 
flames. 


This news explained the cause of the 


bright light which lit up the eky so brilli- 
antly north of the city last evening. The 
strange illumination was plainly to be 
seen from this office, and was the subject 
of much comment and speculation on the 
streets. 


The names of the messengers who 


brought the intelligence to the city were 
D. T. Holman and George Braden, who 
came in rapidl/ on horseback. They were 
Bent by Supervisor Barber, of Hickory 
township, and were told to notify the 
officers here to send out vehicles to bring 
the homeless insane patients and paupers 
to the city, and they performed their 
mission promptly and well. 


Soon Supervisor Hill, Assistant Super- 


vigor Freeman, Sheriff Foster and Over- 
seer of the Poor Newell, were on the 
streets making arrangements to send aid 
to the Bulferers by tho conflagration. At 
a few minutes past 8 o'clock one of Harry 
Liutner's omnibuses, drawn by four pow- 
erful horses, started for the scene, with 
Sheriff Foster, Bailiff Bunn Post and 
Ad. Corn aboard. 
The drive over the 


snow to the farm was made in quick time, 
the sheriff returning to the city with ail 
of the insane patients soon after eleven 
o'clock. These poor unfortunates are now 
comfortably fixed in stone cells at the 
county jail. 


The weaker paupers were brought to 


the city last night in two covered express 
wagons, and this morning at five o'clock 
the remainder of the county charges came 
to town in farm wagons. The tabernacle 
was warmed up last night, and the 26 pau- 
pers are now in that building, where they 
ure receiving proper attention. 


TEB Film 


Tho fire at the farm originated in the 


new insane asylum, a two-story frame 
building, which was finished last spring, 
at a cost to the county of about 84,500, 
and the cause of the destructive confla- 
gration ia attributed to a defective flue in 
one comer of the asylum, where therlamea 
were first discovered by Henderson Fleet, 
the occupant of an adjoining cell, Frank 
Nelson, the "money king" of the form, and 
by Mr. W. J. Magee, tho steward of the 
farm. The alarm was quickly given and 
a piiil of water was thrown on the burning 
tloor and against the wall, but the flames 
spread rapidly and were soon beyond con- 
trol. 


Mr. Magee, realizing the great respon- 


sibility which rested upon him und the 
perilous position of the insane patients, 
commenced immediately to remove the 
inmates f rum the cells. The fire was rag- 
ing furiously imJ in order to accomplish 
his pu-'i- J«e he was compelled to break the 
locka otl' tho doora. Six of the patients 
were saved — Frank Nelson, Emmet Deb- 
vy, Martin Shehan, Peter Jimison,. John 
Wooton and Wm. HilL There were four 
other inmates of the asylum — Henderson 
Fleet, colored, Martin Cusey, ISHBO Frank- 
lin and Frank Fletcher. Floet got out 
of tho building and ra'i .'H >.. utiiwurd iu 
hie stocking feet.

rose high above the asylum, the wind 
veored around and bli".> in » southeast di- 
rection, blowing the burning embers over 
tho main building — ^he home of the stew- 
ard and paupers- -sHiil it'i." (urge two-story 
frame stiucture, co:.

Magee and others who made an examina- 
tion of (be ruins this forenoon found the 
charred remains of two more victims of 
the flames. The bones and trunks were 
plainly risible, as were also those of poor 
Franklin. The names of these last two 
are Isaac Miller, son of James Miller, who 
resides west of Decatur, and Martin Casey. 


In hie attempt to save the insane from 


death, Mr. Magee met with much opposi- 
tion from the poor fellows themselves. 
They fought him, 'and several ran back 
into their cells after they were let out.

A Short Talk with W. J. Magee, the 


Steward of tbe Poor Farm. 


Last evening our reporter had a short 


interview with Mr. W. J. Magee, the 
Steward of the Macon County Poor Farm, 
who fought the furious flames eo bravely 
and exerted himself Wednesday evening 
to save the insane patients from the doom- 
ed asylum during the progress of the 
destructive conflagration. Mr. Magee's 
statement of the origin of the fire and the 
situation of affairs during the conflagra- 
tion, substantially corroborated the ac- 
count of the holocaust published in the 
REPUBLICAN yesterday. First an attempt 
was mnde to put out the fire with water 
carried into the asylum in buckets, but 
the flames had got beyond control, and 
then commenced the attempt to take out 
the patients and remove them to a place 
of safety. Several of them went out in 
order, but most of the cranks objected to 
being removed, aud struggled with Mr. 
Magee and his hired hand, who stood at 
the door and tried hard to keep the 
demented fellows from running back; but 
in spite of the combined efforts of these 
two men, three of the patients got back 
into the building and

The name* of the victims are Isaac Frank- 
lin, aged about 30 years, son of the wife 
of James Miller, of this county; Martin 
Casey, aged 60 years, an Irishman, who 
was dangerously insane; and Frank 
Fletcher, a German, and a stranger, aged 
45 yea™.

EDUCATIONAL NOTB8. 


A Communication from Supt. Trainer 


Upon the Subject of Smallpox, Btc. 


The provisions of the vaccination order, 


aa promulgated by the State Board of 
Health, arc as follows: 


1. The order requiring all persona who 


attend the schools to present satisfactory 
evidence of successful vaccination on or 
Before Jan. 1, 1882, has extended the time 
x> Jim. 25th. 
All persons who do not 


present these evidences by this dote are 
:o be excluded from the schools. 


2. The order is imperative ancl author- 


ized by law. 


3. A typical scar is accepted as evi- 


dence of previous vaccination. 


4. Blanks for scholars' oertiflcatea may 


ue had any Saturday at the nuperintend- 
nt's office, or any time at Hubbard 4 
Swearingen's drug store. They are free 
to those who need them. 


5. Girls over ttKelw, and boys over 


fourteen, must in every case be revaccin- 
ated, no matter how satisfactory the scar 
may be, unless the evidence is conclusive 
ihat a primary vaccination has been ef- 
fected previous to those years and within 
the past Jit-e years. 


6. If the attempt proves to be B failure 


after five repeated vaccinations at inter- 
vals of a fortnight, then the pupil receives 


failure certificate and cannot be exclu- 


ded from the schools. 


7. Teiwhers must familiarize themselves 


with the form of the certificate in order 
;hat they may know when they are cor- 
rectly Jilted out. 


The want of a uniformity of texts in our 


country schools is now more keenly felt 
;han ever since the schools are following 
an outline of study aud trying to do uni- 
:orm work throughout the county. 


Over fifty per cent of the schools that 


were unable to list a dictionary twelve 
months ago, are now able to do so. The 
nterest is now sufficiently great to war- 
rant our saying that no district will stop 
short of a dictionary, and will purchase it 
as soon as able to do so. 


The premiums offered by the Agricul- 


tural Board for the school exhibit are 
now on hand and may be had of the sec- 
retary, Mr. M. B. Thomas, with Linn & 
Scruggs. 
Owing to tbe fact that the 


association did not pay the premiums in 
tall, the secretary is instructed to collect 
one-third of the cont of books, charts, &c., 
as purchased at wholesale prices. The 
association has done the best it could, and 
certainly no one will grumble at the coat 
of the dictionaries. 


The examinations for February are all 


made up and sealed. No teacher will be 
allowed to break those seals. They can 
only be broken by a committee properly 
selected from the school and as directed 


the regulations governing this exami- 


nation. 
The committee will consist of 


;wo girla and one boy, elected by the 
school after its opening exercises on the 
ihird Friday of February. This commit- 
lee will certify to the condition of the seal 
and the contents of the envelope.

DESTROYING TRADEL 


The schedule of freight rates re- 


cently adopted by the board of rail- 
way commissioners for the govern- 
ment of Illinois railroads, is begin- 
ning to attract a good deal of atten- 
tion, and the more it conies to be in- 
vestigated the more unfavorable be- 
comes the comment It is difficult 
to understand the theory upon which 
the commissioners fixed their sched 
ulesf unless it l>e that they started 
out with th« purpose of destroying 
the business interests of the state, so 
far as that result could be reached 
by placing upon them burdens too 
grievous to be borne. Our attention 
has been directed to this matter in a 
way that we could not possibly over 
look, just as the attention of ©very 
business man who uses the roads for 
freight purposes will be called to the 
question — by paying freight bills 
made out under the new schedule. 
Yesterday a number of freight bills 
were paid at this office, on shipments 
made from Philadelphia, Cincinnati, 
Chicago, and Springfield, 111., all on 
the same character of freight — paper. 
The rate from Philadelphia was 89 
cents, from Cincinnati 23 cents, from 
Chicago, 40 cents, and from Spring- 
field, 111., 39 cents per hundred 
pounds. It will be observed that the 
rates between points in Illinois are 
out of all proportion to those fixed 
by the railroads themselves as be,- 
tween points in this state and those 
outside its limits. Thus, the rate 
from Cincinnati to Decahir, on which 
route two roads are travei-sed — a dis- 
tance of over 250 miles— is but a lit- 
tle more than one-half of the rate 
Sxed by the commissioners as i 
"reasonable" compensatioi for carry- 
ing freight over a single road for a 
distance of 40 miles, from Springfield 


'£> Decatur, and not much more than 
aalf aa much as the rate fixed by 
;hese exceedingly good business men 
lor carrying freight from Chicago to 
Decatur. It does not require much 
ommercial acuteness to determine 
what the result of such a state of 
affairs must be. Cincinnati can suc- 
cessfully compete with Chicago as to 
>rices in her jobbing trade, and 
he Illinois retail 
merchant will 


not be long in finding out that 


can save from 15 to 30 cents 


ser hundred by laying in his stock at 
he former place rather than the lat- 
ter.

of the State.

Boards of health, 
where such' exists, must make such re- 
ports; in the absence of such board town- 
ship boards or county commissioners, 
where there are no township organiza- 
tions, constitute ex-offlcto such boards of 
health. Reports are to be made to the 
office of the board at Springfield.

southwest corner of Edward and William 
streets, in thip city, stands tho residence 
of ex-Gov. Oglesby. It ia a quaint but 
yet massive frame building, erected by the 
general in 1875, and attracts the attention 
both on account of its proportions and 
the simplicity of ita design. The main 
part is nearly 60 feet square, two stories 
high, with a deep truss roof, painted red, 
running nearly to n point at the center, 
upon the apex of which stands a tall flag- 
staff. 
Upon the north, south, and east 


fronts are gables with projecting cornices, 
sufficiently heavy and ornamental to pre- 
serve the harmony of the design. On the 
east, or Edward street, front a wide ve- 
randa runs the entire length of the build- 
ing, while upon the north side two mas- 
sive bay-windows run from the ground to 
the eaves. In the rear is a long wing, 
two stories high, upon tlie south side of 
which 11 a veranda its entire length. A 
Lenvy bay-window also ornaments the 
bouth exposure of the main building. 
The structure is painted a deep and rath- 
or forbidding brown, the trimmings being 
a shade 'or two darker than the body of 
the house, but the contrast is BO Blight as 
hardly to be observable. In the rear of 
the house is a large brick stable fronting 
upon William street. 
The buildinga 


stand nearly ID the center of a large plat 
of ground, umioniided by a picket fence 
painted the same color as tho house. The 
grounds are laid out with little regard to 
Ltowiiing's rules for landscape gardening, 
and a small fountain in front of the house 
is all there is of an artistic character m 
theyanl. A drive-way leads from the 
street corner to die east and north fronts 
;ind from there to the stable. 


Such is an outline of the home of s man 


who is held in more tender regard by the 
people of tho state of Illinois than any 
other of its many honored citizens. Forty- 
five years ago he came to the state "a 
noor ,iud friendless boy, and hna been 
;aken bY the hand and led to fame and 
fortune." 
' 


Gov. Oglesby is the last of that mem- 


orable quartette whose power in shaping 
aud directing the politics of the state has 
been duo to the hold they had upon the 
confidence and affection of the people. 
Douglas and Lincoln, Yatee and Oglesby, 
never draw any drafta on the hearts of 
the people that were dishonored, and 
whatever mistakes they may have made 
have been requited and forgotten. Illi- 
nois ia proud of the fame aud name of 
Grant, she admires the heroism and ca- 
pacity for leadership of Logan, and ven- 
erates the great judicial harmony and 
ability of Davis; but neither of these, high 
as they rank at home and abroad, are so 
close to the popular heart as the four who 
link the present with theipdst in tha his- 
tory of the state. 


As I touched the bell, the other morn- 


ing, tho door waa thrown wido open, and 
before me stood a tall, portly, compactly- 
built, elderly gentleman, dreased in black. 
He was as straight aa an arrow, and upon 
his broad shoulders was set a head in 
keeping with the build and well-known 
character of the man. His snow white 
hair was brushed well back from a full 
round forehead; the face was smoothly 
shaven, and ruddy as that of a boy. A 
pair of gold-bowed spectacles partly con- 
cealed tha keen, hazel-brown eyes, which 
sparkle, aa he converses, with a bright- 
ness seldom noticed in a man of 30 years 
of age. 


"Why, how do you do?" he said, reach- 


ing out his hand: "I am exceedingly glad 
to see you. Come in, lay aside your coat, 
and sit down by tha fire." 


I stepped from the vestibule into a wide 


iaU, running through the house from 
north to south. Tho floor -was inlaid, 
walnut and ash, the casinga painted in 
mitation of walnut, and the walls richly 
papered in panels. Near the door hung a 
nearly full-length portrait of the gover- 
nor, 
in full 
major-general'9 uniform, 


?ainted by Healoy. Next to that was a 
arge painting of the general's four chil- 
dren, two of whom are living. Between 
'he pictures was a large fireplace, with a 
Tood mantel. By the side of that hung a 
steel engraving of Mr. Lincoln, over 
which was a wreath that decorated his 
coffin nt his funeral in Springfield^ On 
ho west sido of the hall a door opened 
into a large dining-room, finished in oak, 
with a large bay-window looking upon 
he street. The floor was walnut and aah, 
3overed, underneath the table and chairs 
with a handsome rag. The walls were 
>apered in panels, oak and marroon, 
which gave it a warm and cheery appear- 
ance. Several pictures adorned the walls 
tnd upon the west aide of the room was a 
[replace with a massive oak mantel 
Tpou the table were dishes of white 
hina, ornamented with a pretty design in 
>uff. Adjoining the dining room on the 
louth, was the family sitting room, with 
he omnipresent fireplace, handsomely 
urnished and carpeted 
The general led the way from the hall, 
hrough a large parlor, into his library, 
vhich two rooms occupy the entire cant 
ront of the mansion. 
*

* 
That," said the general, pointing to an 


_.d and well worn violin and bow, "is a 
relic. I used to play on that thing forty 
years ago. One of my children plays a 
violin and the other a flute." 


Near the fireplace stood tt.fihe upright 


piano, upon which waa an open sheet of 
music and by its side a well stocked mu- 
bic stand. 


Folding doors opened from the parlor 


into the general's study. 'He wheeled a 
couple of arm chairs to the fireplace and 
we were seated. 


"I was just about to tafcte'my tnorning 


smoke ws you rang.' Won't "yon join me?" 
said tbe general, handing me a cigar apd 
lighted taper. • The library was a large 
room, with well filled, cases on each side 
betweeufthe windows and- doors,, On the 
south side was ' a large b4»window, in 
which stood the general's desk and chair, 
while in the center of the room was a 
round table covered with books and pa- 
pers. Over the'fireplace was a large heavy 
mantel of walnut, upon which was a large 
rustic carved clock, representing a hunt- 
ing scene, and above it hung a deer head, 
with, its heavy branching antle*. The 
room was papered with dark green velvet 
paper, panel Jed with oak and gilt molding 
at the edges. Tbe floor waa walnut and 
ash, covered with a heavy rug of a Turk- 
ish design, that reached nearly to the 
walls of the room. The book cases were 
very ornamental, of black, walnut, anij 
were furnished with doon of glaaa. 
Among the boob I noticed the British 


poets, Goethe's works, Pitt's speeches, 
Greeley-e "American Conflict" theoom- 
plete works of Jefferson, Benton, and' 
Clay, Charles Lamb, Bancrofts "Histo- 
ry," Prescott's works, Allison's "History 
of Europe," Thiers' "French Revolution/' 
Draper's "Civil Wai" Hume's and Ma- 
cauley's histories of England. Plutarch's 
"Lives," the Waverly novels, Dickens, 
Bryant's works, and several works on art 
subjects. 
Two large eases were devoted 


exclusively to state and national reports, 
the Congressional Record, and works of a 
similar character. 


"I do not read," said the general, "as 


much as I used to, or as much aa I should 
hke to. I am my own man this winter 
and look after affairs myself. I have al- 
ways led a busy life. I came to Decatur 
on the 30th day of April, 1836, and there 
were then only twenty-seven persons here. 
My father and mother died when I was 
12 years old, within a few days of each 
other, of cholera; and as I had an uncle 
here who kept a little shop, I came to 
him. 
I studied law and was i'dmitted to 


the bar and practiced my profession. I 
was a year in the Mexican war, and my 
first active participation ill polities was ui 
Taylor's campaign for the presidency, 
when I took the stump for him. I was 
an elector on the whig ticket in 1852, and 
have been in active political and public 
life almost constantly since." 


"What do ; ou think of President Ar- 


thur's administration?" 


"If I were to express an opinion, I 


should say that so far the president has 
exhibited a good deal of prudence and 
caution in the administration of public 
affairs. We all know the condition of af- 
fairs when he became president, and I 
think it is due to him to say that he has 
met the expectations of the country in his 
estimate of the conditions about him, us 
well as of the condition of the country. 
I am personally well acquainted with two 
of tho men he lias called to his cabinet, 
Mr. I'relingbuysen and Mr. Howe, aud I 
know them to be gpntlemen'of high char- 
acter and fine abilities. 1 am not ac- 
quainted with his attorney-general aud 
secretary of the treasury, and I cuu oul> 
say that so far as my observation extends, 
they are act^pted by the country as fit 
appointments. I am not aware of the 
course he intends to pursue toward rec- 
onciling the differences that may bo sup- 
posed to exist m the party. Nothing can 
be more obvious than that there exists a 
necessity for a policy of conciliation and 
good-fellowship. It has been said that 
the republican party has strength and 
character enough to mamiain itself and 
continue it« supremacy in the country 
without o dependence upon any man or 
leader. While my faith in the strength 
and lofty character of the party certainly 
induces me to believe this, it must bo clear 
to every one that sound policy and good 
sense, as well as due regard to ite success, 
demands that it should bo on the best 
possible terms with itself. 
There is so 


much vitality and mutual vigor in the 
party, it is no much given to free thought, 
that questions are constantly arising well 
calculated to create differences,and as the 
diflerences between the democratic and 
icpublican parties die out, those interest- 
ing questions of administration, of party 
policy, of political economy, non-party 
questions until they are made so, uecessa- 
n)y guln more prominence. The part of wl»- 
uom with tho president, and those oaeoclalcd 
with him, aa well an of all In prmltlons of prom- 
Incuco an J leadership In tho party, would ckmr- 
ly be to eo manage aud balance tbesequcstlons 
as to preserve unity of organization In tho 
party. I think the country must, for a long 
time yet, look for guidance, for protection, 
and for the general welfare, to the republican 
party. 
I am BO accustomed to believing tho 
welfare of the republican party and tho welfare 
of the country ore Idcutlcal that I cannot help 
attaching Importancoto these views. Take my 
owncaso. lam not In accord with tho vlewa 
of the president aud the secretary of tho treas- 
ury upon tho silver and legal tender questions, 
still, I would hold It to bo my duty to sustain 
the administration because It Is manifestly en- 
deavoring to susUtln and strengthen the re- 
publican party with tho rest of us. While I am 
not In thorough accord with the administra- 
tion on those two measures, I do agrco wltb 
the president upon most of the recommenda- 
tions In his mweage. I speak now with the 
freedom of a private citizen and as simply a 
voter in tbe party." 


Tho reference to his private life suggested 
tho Senatorshlp, but when I brought the sub- 
ject to the Governor's attention, ho did not 
suite that he was a candidate, or would become 
a candidate, for tbe Senate as Judge Davle's 
successor: but when I suggested to him that 
his name would be brought before tho public 
as a candidate, ho made no objection to It, but 
said that "it wns the duty of every good citi- 
zen to servo his country in any capacity where 
bis services might be cipoctea or required."

With those qualities of inlnd, 
it is not strange that ho should bo endowed 
with an \inusual amount of hard coramon- 
Bcnse, an 'excellent! judgment, and a quick 
perception of human onaraetcr. Hl» frank 
and genial face shows you at a glance that ho 
1s utterly destitute of-that cunning and crattl- 
nes« that constitutes toe Block in trade of too 
many, politicians, and, If be bad more of It be 
would not be in prlrivate life to-day.
